You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Lower  Town  Hall  in  said  Stratham  on 
Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next  at  10  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1 .   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2 .  Relates  to  a  continuation  or  modification  of  Article  2  submitted  to 
the  voters  at  the  1981  March  Town  Meeting  which  was  enacted,  and  which  is  to  be 
presented  in  the  following  manner  at  the  1982  March  Town  Meeting: 

Relates  to  a  proposal  for  continuing  control  of  growth  in  the  Town  of 
Stratham  as  recommended  in  the  Master  Plan.   Proposal:   To  add  the  following  to 
the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance  at  the  end  thereof  and  also  have  it  added  by 
reference  insofar  as  it  may  be  applicable  in  order  to  fully  vest  the  authority 
of  the  language  of  the  proposal  at  the  end  of  the  Land  Subdivision  Control 
Regulations  if  also  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  at  a  Public  Meeting. 

In  order  to  reasonably  control  the  growth  of  residential  construction 
within  the  Town  of  Stratham,  it  is  hereby  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March, 
1982,  that  the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  thirty-six  (36) 
building  lots  for  the  construction  of  conventional  residential  housing;  and, 
further,  that  the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  twenty-four  (24) 
family  building  units  for  the  construction  of  multi-family  housing  between  the 
Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982  and  the  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1983. 

This  regulation  shall  be  effective  upon  vote  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Stratham  only  upon  condition  that  the  following  provisions  are  likewise  adopted 
by  ballot  vote  at  the  March  1982  Town  Meeting. 

A.  That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  growth  control 
legislation  herein  adopted  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use 
Ordinance,  Building  Ordinance  and  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  are  now 
enforced. 

B.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  implementation  of  growth  control  in  a  fair 
and  equitable  manner  the  following  restrictions  shall  be  enforced  by  the  various 
town  agents,  boards,  commissions  or  employees: 
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i.)   With  regard  to  conventional  housing  and  to  cluster  housing  single- 
family  residences,  the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  six  (6) 
new  lots  for  any  subdivision  or  development  based  upon  ownership  of  the  subject 
premises  as  of  Town  Meeting  in  March  1982,  no  matter  how  the  property  is  conveyed, 
encumbered  or  divided  between  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1982  and  Town  Meeting  of 
March,  1983. 

ii.)   With  regard  to  cluster  housing  -  multiple  family  residences,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  twelve  (12)  family  building  units 
(condomunium)  for  any  subdivision  or  development  based  upon  ownership  of  the  sub- 
ject premises  as  of  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1982,  no  matter  how  the  property  is 
conveyed,  encumbered  or  divided  between  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1982  and  Town 
Meeting  of  March,  1983. 

iii.)   These  provisions  relate  to  Real  Estate  which  requires  new  road 
construction.   If  there  is  a  subdivision  submitted  requiring  no  new  road 
construction  the  maximum  lot  approvals  permitted  or  authorized  shall  be  three 
(3)  upon  same  terms  and  conditions  of  ownership  as  new  road  construction  Real 
Estate.   If  there  is  a  subdivision  submitted  which  is  serviced  by  a  right  of 
way  then  only  one  (1)  lot  may  be  approved.   A  new  road  is  defined  as  one  that 
is  not  presently  maintained  by  the  Town  of  Stratham  as  of  Town  Meeting  of  March, 
1982. 

iv)   Under  no  circumstances  shall  a  developer,  owner  or  any  other  person 
be  granted  more  than  ten  (10)  building  permits  upon  Real  Estate  which  was  a 
part  of  a  subdivision,  development  of  single  ownership,  joint  or  multiparty 
ownership  between  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1982,  and  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1983. 
This  provision  includes  any  existing  lot  or  lots  approved  previously  and  whether 
or  not  the  approvals  were  for  different  phases  or  sections  of  a  subdivision  or 
development. 

v.)   That  the  Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  any  building  permit  which 
is  contrary  to  the  limitations  herein  set  forth. 

vi.)   That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce  this  legislation  using  any  and  all 
authorized  legal  process  to  do  so. 

vii.)   That  this  legislation  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect  from  Town 
Meeting  1982  until  Town  Meeting  of  March,  1983. 

viii.)   That  in  the  event  that  any  portion  of  this  legislation  relating 
to  controlling  residential  growth  in  the  Town  of  Stratham  is  deemed  to  be  in- 
valid, illegal  or  unconstitutional  then  each  and  every  provision  of  this  leg- 
islation shall  beconsidered  to  be  separate  and  distinct  and  those  portions 
unaffected  by  any  legal  order  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

ix.)   That  the  Planning  Board  includes  the  provisons  of  RSA  31:62  (a)  in 
this  legislation  and  makes  such  findings  of  fact  which  are  necessary  to  continue 
the  growth  control  provisions  authorized  by  this  statute.   The  Planning  Board 
has  found  that  a  continuation  of  some  growth  control  legislation  is  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town  of  Stratham,  with  the  final  proposals  to  be  determined 
after  the  public  hearing  scheduled  by  this  notice. 
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ARTICLE  3.   The  proposal  is  to  replace  Article  IV,  Section  I  (e)  of  the  Building 
Ordinance  with  the  following:   A  building  permit  shall  become  void  unless  con- 
struction/renovation is  commenced  within  six  months  after  permit  was  issued  and 
permit  holder  must  show  continuous  progress  to  completion.   Construction  or 
renovation  as  applied  for  must  be  completed  within  24  months  of  issuance  of  the 
permit  from  the  Building  Inspector.   If  after  this  period,  construction  or 
renovation  is  not  completed,  a  new  permit  may  be  applied  for  with  payment  of  the 
regular  permit  fee . 

ARTICLE  4.   The  proposal  is  to  alter  Article  IV  Residential-Agricultural  District, 
as  follows : 

A.  To  paragraph  A  "Land  requirements"  add  "for  single  family  dwellings". 

B.  Insert  a  new  paragraph  B.   "Land  Requirements  for  two  family  dwellings", 
i.)   Frontage.   Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of 

175  feet. 

ii.)   Front  Yard.   Between  the  nearest  right  of  way  and  the  extreme 
front  of  any  building  there  shall  be  a  minimum  depth  of  25  feet. 

iii.)   Side  and  Rear  Yard.   A  building  shall  not  be  located  nearer  than 
20  feet  of  the  property  lines  of  any  abutter  and  not  nearer  than  40  feet  from 
any  structure  on  any  abutter's  property. 

iv.)   Minimum  Land  Area.   A  lot  for  a  two  family  dwelling  shall  not  be 
less  than  one  and  one  half  (1^)  acre. 

v.)   The  ownership  of  these  two  family  dwellings  and  land  on  which 
located  must  have  one  title  and  ownership  is  identified  by  one  deed  and  sole 
owner  or  one  deed  and  co-owners  who  hold  undivided  possession. 

ARTICLE  5 .   The  proposal  is  to  add  the  following  density  and  height  requirements 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  covering  Article  IV  A  (Commercial  District) ,  Article  IV 
B  (Commercial  -  Light  Industrial  District)  and  Article  V  (Industrial  District) . 

The  sealed  area  of  a  lot  (area  covered  by  buildings  or  pavement)  shall  cover 
no  more  than  50%  of  the  readily  developable  area  of  the  lot. 

Developable  land  area  for  commercial  or  industrial  development  shall  be 
that  comprised  of  the  area  of  the  entire  lot  or  tract  under  consideration,  less 
those  portions  classified  very  poorly  drained  or  poorly  drained  in  the  most 
recent  Rockingham  County  Soil  Survey,  or  as  further  deliniated  by  the  Town 
Engineer  and  Planning  Board  after  on-site  inspection. 

The  maximum  height  of  buildings  or  other  proposed  structures  shall  not 
exceed  thirty  five  (35)  feet  above  natural  ground  elevation. 

The  Planning  Board  will  make  available  a  current  Site  Development  Plan 
checklist  for  the  guidance  of  developers  to  aid  compliance  with  the  Site  Plan 
Review  required  in  Stratham  under  RSA  36:19  (a). 

ARTICLE  6.   Relates  to  a  proposal  to  add  the  following  restriction  to  the  Stratham 
Building  Ordinance  Article  IV,  Administration,  Section  1,  new  sub-paragraph  (h) : 
A  permit  for  the  temporary  placement  of  a  mobile  home  in  Stratham  may  not  be 
issued  by  the  building  inspector  unless  the  following  conditions  are  satisfied: 

A.   Approved  financing  for  the  permanent  house  is  presented  in  a  form 
satisfactory  to  the  Town  Counsel.

B.   A  complete  foundation  for  the  permanent  house  has  been  constructed  and 
is  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

1981 

No  one  knows  better  than  the  Highway  Department  that  this  has  been  an 
"Old  Fashioned  Winter" .   Beautiful  but  treacherous  for  workers  who  have  to  be  out 
during  a  blizzard  or  ice  storm.   However,  for  the  most  part  we  have  succeeded 
in  keeping  the  roads  cleared  and  safe.   All  drivers  ought  to  realize  that  their 
speed  -should  be  controlled  by  road  conditions.   Plowing  snow  puts  a  terrible 
strain  on  vehicles  and  attachments.   At  the  present  time  we  have  two  trucks,  one 
a  1972  International  and  the  other  is  a  1978  GMC  and  a  grader  used  for  plowing. 
The  same  number  of  vehicles  used  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago.   With  older  equip- 
ment breakdown  time  is  disastrous  with  no  back  up  vehicle.   I  do  recommend  a 
new  truck  with  plow  equipment  as  being  a  top  priority  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
town. 

The  summer  asphalt  program  worked  out  very  well  last  year.   I  would  recommend 
that  this  type  of  overlay  and  seal  be  expanded  this  year. 

In  summing  up  the  years  program,  I  was  pleased  with  the  accomplishments 
that  were  made ,  however ,  I  was  sorry  some  programs  had  to  be  abandoned  such 
as  roadside  mowing  and  installation  of  new  culverts,  also  contracted  services 
for  dead  tree  removal.   We  were  not  able  to  include  necessary  new  tires  for  the 
loader  or  grader  in  last  years  budget,  so  the  time  came  (January)  when  it  had  to 
be  done  which  was  a  sizeable  amount.   Hopefully  the  rest  of  the  winter  will  be 
nicer  to  us .

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POLICE  REPORT  -  1901 

In  reviewing  the  police  activities  and  request  for  services,  it  is  quite 
evident  that  an  increase  in  patrol  coverage  is  required  after  midnight. 

Presently  the  police  patrol  coverage  begins  at  8:00  a.m.  and  ends  at 
midnight  on  a  daily  basis.   The  remaining  60  hours  per  week  is  shared  by  the 
three  full  time  officers,  at  home  on  call  from  midnight  until  8:  a.m. 

Because  of  these  needs,  budgetary  action  is  requested  in  the  form  of 
$2,000.00  so  as  to  cover  from  4:00  p.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  by  a  part  time  special 
officer  and  move  up  the  full  time  officer  patrol  to  cover  from  7:00  p.m. 
until  3:00  a.m.  on  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  when  needed. 

Police  were  called  out  165  times  in  1981  between  the  hours  of  midnight 
and  8:00  a.m.  for  ;  drunk  drivers,  accidents,  domestics,  alarms,  fires,  and 
other  criminal  activities. 

If  we  are  to  minimize  some  of  these  problems,  enforcement  must  be  visible 
and  effective  in  times  of  need  as  a  deterrent  as  well  as  a  preventive  measure.

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WIGGIN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

As  the  page  of  statistics  shows,  more  people  are  using  the  library  than  ever 
before.   Many  people  are  borrowing  cassettes,  magazines,  records  and  prints  as  well 
as  books.   Any  non-fiction  book  which  is  not  available  in  our  library,  may  be  ordered 
from  the  State  Library  and  if  it  is  owned  by  any  library  in  the  state,  will  be  loaned 
to  us  for  a  period  of  one  month.   From  the  increase  in  that  figure,  you  can  see  that 
more  people  have  been  using  this  service. 

The  State  Library  District  Office  in  Exeter  was  closed  this  year  due  to  hudget 
cuts  which  ended  the  Bookmobile  visits  to  each  local  library.   The  only  way  we  can 
continue  to  use  the  service  is  by  driving  to  Concord  to  select  the  books  and  then 
they  will  be  delivered  to  our  library  by  van.   We  feel  fortunate  that  the  two 
services  used  most  -  interlibrary  loan  and  film  service  -  have  been  retained. 

The  story  hours  for  pre-school  children  are  popular  and  we  have  continued  the 
double  session  -  one  on  Monday  mornings  and  one  in  the  afternoons  this  fall  and 
winter.   The  children  enjoy  so  much  hearing  stories  told  and  read,  singing  songs, 
playing  games  and  having  a  film  at  each  session. 

The  Family  Film  Nights  have  been  well  attended.   These  are  scheduled  for  the 
third  Friday  of  each  month  in  the  library  for  the  whole  family  for  three  months  in  the 
fall  and  five  months  from  January  through  May.   The  film  catalogue  is  available  to  any 
organizations  in  town  wishing  to  schedule  the  showing  of  a  film  for  a  club  program  - 
just  come  into  the  library  a  month  or  two  ahead  of  time  and  order  from  the  catalogue. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  was  a  success  again  this  year  and  all  those  taking 
part  were  invited  to  a  popcorn  matinee  during  August.   Other  summer  activities  in- 
cluded a  play  performed  by  children  for  children,  a  puppet  show  at  the  park,  and 
a  craft  program  once  a  week  for  elementary  age  children  which  was  well  attended. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  so  many  people  who  give  of  their 
time  and  effort  for  the  library.   Everyone  is  willing  to  help  with  the  fair  table 
which  usually  earns  enough  money  to  pay  for  all  our  summertime  activites.   Many 
volunteers  help  us  with  story  hours,  to  shelve  books  and  in  so  many  other  ways. 
We  are  grateful  to  all  the  individuals  and  organizations  who  give  us  books  and 
magazines  for  everyone's  use.

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LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased 
to  report  that  the  incinerator  recovery  plant  is  in  operation  and  producing 
steam  for  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  on  a  regular  24-hour,  7-day  a  week 
schedule.   Since  reporting  to  you  at  the  time  of  your  1981  town  meetings,  your 
Directors  are  able  to  record  substantial  accomplishments  in  the  completion  of 
the  plant's  construction  and  in  placing  it  in  operation  in  accordance  with  our 
long  range  plans. 

The  supervision  of  all  operations,  including  personnel,  as  well  as  the 
preparation  of  budgets,  and  overall  management,  is  under  the  direct  control  of 
the  Cooperative's  Administrator,  with  the  three-member  Operations  Committee 
from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors  exercising  general  supervisory  control.   The 
plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the  Administrator,  includes  two  mechanics,  a 
truck  driver,  two  daily  shifts  of  12  hours  each  involving  8  persons,  plus  a 
daily  cleanup  crew.   This  organization  operates  the  incinerator  system,  monitor 
the  boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant.   The  Cooperative's 
organization  also  hadles  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer  stations 
of  five  communities,  and  handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the  land- 
fill site. 

The  waste  delivery  program  for  the  towns  in  the  cooperative,  including  both 
community  owned  packers  and  commercial  haulers,  has  been  organized  for  efficient 
and  continuous  delivery  of  waste  with  all  units  being  weighed  on  the  Cooperative's 
scales,  with  tonnage  recorded  for  billing  of  the  tipping  fee  to  each  community. 
To  assist  all  the  communities  in  the  collection  and  delivery  program,  a  series 
of  instructual  memorandums  were  prepared  including  a  complete  set  of  guide- 
lines detailing  processable  and  non-processable  waste,  i.e.,  that  which  can 
be  handled  at  the  plant  and  latter  item,  of  course,  includes  brush,  construction 
materials,  enables  each  community  to  assign  deliveries  to  either  their  own  vehicles 
or  contract  haulers.   Guidelines  were  also  developed  and  issued  to  all  hauling 
units  with  instructions  for  delivery,  dumping,  and  emergency  procedures.   We 
have  made  arrangements  with  a  commercial  landfill  operator  to  handle  our  waste 
in  the  event  of  a  maljor  shut-down  of  all  units  at  the  plant. 

The  Directors,  on  December  10,  1981  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  Coop- 
erative's proposed  budget,  which  has  now  been  adopted  and  the  appropriate  share 
of  each  member  community  for  inclusion  in  their  individual  budgets. 

Two  additional  programs  have  been  initiated  during  the  past  year.   These 
programs,  which  were  noted  in  the  1980  report,  include  a  CEIP  grant  of  $18,000, 
being  administered  by  the  State's  Department  of  Energy,  and  which  has  now  been 
approved  for  a  study  of  potential  alternate  uses  of  enerfy  from  steam,  part- 
icularly during  the  summer  months  when  the  University's  steam  demand  is  much 
reduced.   Another  program  which  is  just  developing  is  the  possible  selection 
of  the  Lamprey  Cooperative  to  store  and  dispose  through  incineration  the  oil 
spill  debris  which  may  result  from  oil  spill  contamination  on  our  coast,  or 
even  our  inland  waterways. 
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The  Directors  were  also  pleased,  this  last  year,  to  have  the  City  of 
Somersworth  join  the  Cooperative  as  a  full  member,  bringing  the  additional 
waste  generated  by  that  community,  which  was  needed  to  round  out  our  potential 
capacity  for  incinerating  waste  and  producing  steam. 

We  are  still  working  with  all  of  the  communities  and  the  University  in 
eliminating  glass  from  the  waste  stream  because  of  the  net  savings  that  will 
result  by  eliminating  hauling  it  to  the  plant  and  processing  it  through  the 
system. 

The  Directors  of  the  Cooperative  wish  to  express  their  deep  appreciation 
for  the  assistance  given  their  efforts  by  the  University's  staff  as  well  as  the 
officers  and  personnel  of  the  cooperating  communities.   Every  effort  will  be 
continued  to  keep  the  residents  of  the  region  informed  of  the  progress  of  the 
collection,  processing,  and  disposal  of  the  waste  which  is  being  handled  at 
the  plant.

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EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a  community  health 
service  that  provides  health  care  to  individuals  and  families  in  their  home, 
in  the  office,  or  in  clinics.   The  care  may  be  to  prevent  disease,  promote, 
maintain,  or  restore  health,  or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the  effects  of  illness 
or  disability. 

The  Association  is  a  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors. 
This  Board  is  made  up  of  people  who  are  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  your  town. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medicare,  Medicaid,  patient  fees, 
local  taxes ,  and  donations .   Town  appropriations  make  the  service  available  to 
the  town . 

HOME  CARE.   Professional  nurses  give  care  to  the  sick  and  disabled  under  medical 
direction,  teach  and  supervise  care  given  by  the  family  and  others.   Care  is 
family  centered  and  consideration  is  given  to  the  total  needs  of  the  patient  and 
family  for  health  promotion  and  disease  prevention  and  rehabilitation  as  well 
as  care  and  support  during  the  dying  process.   The  service  area  was  divided  into 
districts  this  year  with  specific  nurses  providing  care  in  their  district. 
An  answering  device  has  been  put  into  use  this  year  making  services  more  avail- 
able.  A  marked  increase  in  weekend  visits  has  become  apparent  due  largely  to 
earlier  hospital  discharge. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH.   Visits  are  made  to  new  or  expectant  mothers  to  pro- 
vide information  and  instruction  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies. 
Well  Child  Clinics  are  held  two  to  three  times  a  month  and  provide  the  following 
services:   Physical  exams  by  a  local  physician,  immunizations,  hearing  and 
vision  screening,  blood  and  urine  tests,  instruction  in  growth  and  development. 
The  clinics  are  for  infants  and  preschool  children.   This  program  has  been  re- 
organized this  year  and  the  number  of  clinics  increased  to  accomodate  increased 
numbers  of  eligible  children.   The  Exeter  clinics  are  now  held  at  the  VNA 
office  and  a  new  developmental  screening  has  been  added.   These  changes  were 
made  to  increase  cost  effectiveness  as  well  as  the  quality  of  service. 

ADULT  HEALTH  SCREENING.   Clinics  are  held  each  month  to  check  blood  pressure 
and  provide  diet  and  medication  counseling,  and  general  health  instruction. 
The  High  Blood  Pressure  Program  was  expanded  during  the  last  half  of  the  year 
to  include  the  young  and  middle-age  adult  population.   Diabetes  screenings  are 
held  through  the  area,  and  tuberculosis  testing  is  also  done. 

FLU  CLINICS.   12  Clinics  are  held  easch  Fall  (1  in  each  town)  to  immunize  hi- 
risk  (65  years  and  over,  or  chronic  disease)  persons  against  influenza. 
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THERE  IS  NO  CHARGE  FOR  ANY  CLINIC  SERVICE 

CONTINUING  CARE.   An  Agency  nurse  is  in  the  local  hospital  part  of  each  day  to 
assist  in  planning,  coordinating  and  arranging  for  care  at  home  so  that  a  person 
can  move  from  hospital  to  home  and  continue  to  receive  the  required  care  he/she 
needs. 

10,959  units  of  service  were  provided  to  residents  of  the  service  area 
between  January  1,  1981  and  December  31,  1981. 

The  Agency  works  closely  with  other  health  and  social  agencies  to  ensure 
the  most  comprehensive  care  possible  to  the  residents  of  the  participating  towns. 
The  Agency  continues  to  maintain  its  Medicare  and  Medicaid  certification  and  is 
a  member  of  the  Community  Health  Care  Association  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Association  relies  upon  many  valuable  volunteers  who  work  at  the  clinics 
and  in  the  office  in  addition  to  regular  staff.

I  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Stratham, 
New  Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1980,  and  have  issued  my 
report  thereon  dated  June  18,  1981.   As  a  part  of  my  examiniation,  I  made 
a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol to  the  extent  I  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  re- 
quired by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.   Under  these  standards, 
the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  of  reliance  on 
the  system  of  Internal  accounting  control  In  determining  the  nature, 
tlmlnKi  and  extent  of  other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

My  study  and  evaluation  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting  con- 
trol was  made  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  paragraph  above,  and 
accordingly  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system 
because  it  was  based  upon  selective  tests  of  the  accounting  records 
and  related  data.   As  a  result  of  this  study  and  evaluation,  I  have 
noted  a  certain  area  where  an  improvement  can  be  made  to  strengthen  the 
system  of  internal  accounting  control.   This  area  was  considered  in  de- 
termining the  scope  and  timing  of  other  audit  procedures,  and  in  no  way 
does  this  report  on  findings  and  recommendations  alter  my  report  on  the 
financial  statements,  dated  June  18,  1981. 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  especially  Mrs. 
Joyce  Kowe,  for  the  cooperutlon  and  courtesy  shown  my  staff  during  the 
course  of  the  engagement.

CAPITAL  RESERVE 

OBSERVATION  AND  DISCUSSION 

It  was  noted  that  the  Town  has  appropriated  and  raised  moneys  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  capital  reserve  fund.   This  money  has 
not  been  deposited  in  a  separate  account. 

RSA  35:9  states  with  regards  to  capital  reserve  funds  that 
"the  moneys  in  each  such  fund  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  account  and 
not  Intermingled  with  other  funds  of  said  municipality." 

Furthermore,  RSA  35:10  states  that  the  "trustees  of  trust  funds 
shall  have  custody  of  any  capital  reserve  funds." 

RECOMMENDATION 

It  is  strongly  recommended  that  the  Town  establish  and  maintain  a 
separate  savings  account  under  the  control  of  the  trustees  of  the 
trust  funds  in  order  for  the  Town  to  be  in  legal  compliance  with  RSA  35:9 
and  RSA  35:10.

1.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the 
necessity  of  determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires 
modification  of  accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial 
enterprises.   Rather  than  establishing  a  single  unified  set  of 
accounts  to  record  nnd  summarize  all  financial  transactions,  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis  of  funds,  each 
of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with  self-balancing 
accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  balance, 
revenues  and  expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 

All  funds  Included  in  the  financial  statements  are  re- 
ported on  the  modified  accrual  basis.  Under  the  modified  accrual 
basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are  recorded  when  received  in  cash 
except  in  cases  where  they  are  both  measurable  and  available  and 
therefore  are  resources  which  may  be  appropriated.  Expenditures 
are  recorded  when  certain  goods  or  services  are  received  and 
actual  liabilities  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  record  of  its  general 
fixed  assets  and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets, 
required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not 
included  in  the  financial  report.   Expenditures  for  capital  assets 
are  charged  off  in  the  year  acquired. 

2.  CAPITAL  RESERVE  AND  APPROPRIATED  FUND  BALANCE 

The  appropriated  fund  balance  of  the  general  fund  rep- 
resents the  unexpended  balances  of  current  and  prior  years'  special 
appropriations  for  the  following  purposes:

3.  STRATHAM  CEMETERY  ASSOCIATION  TRANSFER 

At  the  March  1980  town  meeting  the  Town  voted  to  assume 
responsibility  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Congregational 
Cemetery,  which  had,  heretofore,  been  cared  for  and  maintained  by  a 
private  cemetery  association.   The  private  association  transferred  to 
the  Town  $11,073  in  cash  and  securities  which  it  held  in  trust  for 
perpetual  care.   The  amount  has  been  shown  as  current  year  income  to 
the  cemetery  trust  funds.   Of  the  amount  originally  transferred 
$4,647  was  expendable  while  $6,426  represented  principal  amounts. 

4.  GENERAL  LONG-TERM  DEBT 

General  governmental  liabilities  for  the  retirement  of 
long-term  debt  are  accounted  for  in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt 
Group  of  Accounts.   Amounts  due  in  future  periods  are  provided  by 
appropriation  and  become  part  of  the  funds  raised  through  taxes. 
The  Town's  obligations  at  December  31,  1980  consist  of:

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  year  the  Fire  Department  helped  to  equip  our  newly  formed  Emergency 
Medical  Squad  with  the  purchase  of  reflective  jackets  and  blood  pressure  cuffs. 

Progress  on  the  building  continued  with  the  installation  of  a  new  water  heater. 
The  downstairs  hallway  was  finished,  a  new  men's  room  was  installed  and  central  air 
conditioning  for  the  meeting  hall. 

Since  the  addition  of  the  Fire  station  was  started  in  1976,  the  Fire  department 
has  invested  nearly  $23,000.00  of  its  own  funds  and  countless  numbers  of  hours  toward 
its  completion. 

Future  plans  call  for  enclosing  the  exterior  fire  escape  to  make  it  useable  in 
all  kinds  of  weather. 

The  interior  stairs  are  being  enclosed  as  our  first  project  in  1982.

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STRATHAM  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  newly  organized  emergency  medical  service  has  been  operating  for  one 
year  now  and  is  doing  a  fine  job.   The  small  group  of  volunteers  has  been  able 
to  give  the  town  of  Stratham  ample  coverage  for  all  emergency  responses.   Starting 
out  this  year  we  have  four  more  trained  recruits  and  I  feel  we  are  off  to  another 
efficient  year.   The  emergency  medical  service  has  made  a  response  on  an  average 
of  one  call  per  week. 

Just  to  clarify  the  purpose  of  the  emergency  medical  service,  I  will  try  to 
explain  its  function.   The  emergency  medical  service  is  designed  to  provide  necessary 
life  support  measures  to  patients  awaiting  an  ambulance.   In  most  cases  since 
the  ambulance  service  has  to  come  from  out  of  town,  our  emergency  medical  service 
personnel  can  arrive  on  the  scene  and  give  aid  before  the  ambulance  arrives. 

This  past  year  the  fire  department  has  responded  to  over  175  emergency  calls. 
This  includes  14  chimney  fires  and  9  structure  fires  which  resulted  in  a  great  deal 
of  property  damage.   Our  fire  department  log  shows  that  the  severity  of  fires  has 
grown  this  year.   It  is  also  common  knowledge  that  the  hazards  to  fire  fighters 
has  increased.   The  reason  for  this  is  because  there  are  more  synthetics  being 
used  in  construction  and  home  furnishings. 

Dry  hydrants  that  were  scheduled  to  be  installed  did  not  get  finished  due  to 
unexpected  circumstances.   These  hydrants  will  be  installed  this  year  as  soon  as 
the  weather  permits. 

This  year  the  department  has  appointed  an  equipment  study  committee  to  analyze 
the  town's  fire  load,  and  compare  it  to  fire  suppression  equipment  available. 
The  results  of  this  study  will  give  us  an  indication  as  to  whether  or  not  we  have 
sufficient  fire  protection  apparatus  for  present  and  future  needs. 

I'd  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Ladies  Auxiliary 
for  their  generous  gifts.   The  fire  coats,  fire  hats,  fire  boots,  gloves,  scanner, 
and  movie  screen  are  greatly  appreciated.   The  Ladies  also  have  done  a  fine  job 
serving  refreshments  to  the  fire  fighters  during  emergencies. 

I'd  also  like  to  thank  the  firefighters  for  their  cooperation  and  dedication 
throughout  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

As  I  write  this  report  for  the  Stratham  School  District  I  can  not  help  but 
point  with  pride  to  the  excellent  elementary  school  we  have.   I  believe  good  leader- 
ship, well  trained  and  caring  teachers,  and  a  receptive  school  board  have  led  to  a 
learning  environment  that  has  produced  a  student  well  prepared  for  the  Junior  High 
School. 

Last  year  at  this  time  the  elementary  schools  were  undergoing  an  evaluation. 
This  had  previously  occurred  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School.   I  am  pleased  to 
tell  you  the  Stratham  Memorial  School  received  a  very  high  rating  and  joins  a 
select  group  of  New  Hampshire  elementary  schools  to  fall  in  this  category. 

Special  Education  programs  as  a  result  of  State  and  Federal  Statutory  require- 
ments continue  to  cost  the  district  more  money  in  each  budget  year.   In  82-83  a 
larger  portion  of  tax  dollars  will  go  to  educating  the  handicapped.   This  is  due 
to  three  main  reasons,  the  federal  money  has  been  reduced,  the  new  state  special 
education  law  puts  a  larger  portion  of  the  financial  burden  on  the  districts  and 
thirdly,  there  appears  to  be  more  children  requiring  services.   We  will  continue 
to  investigate  ways  of  delivering  of  special  education  services  at  lower  costs, 
but  I  wish  to  alert  you  through  this  report  that  special  education  services  are 
expensive  and  we  are  somewhat  limited  by  law  in  reducing  these  costs. 

As  a  result  of  a  major  curriculum  study  last  year  a  new  science  program  is 
now  in  all  of  our  elementary  schools.   One  of  the  goals  of  science  education  is, 
in  addition  to  a  background  in  scientific  facts,  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  indi- 
viduals so  they  can  use  science  inquiry  skills  in  their  own  lives  and  be  able  to 
cope  with  an  increasingly  technological  world  of  the  future.   We  hope  a  strong 
elementary  science  program  will  foster  more  interest  in  high  school  science. 

David  Michaud,  principal  of  the  elementary  school,  has  written  some  of  his 
thoughts  about  the  year.   I'd  like  to  quote  him  here. 

"School  opened  in  September  with  very  little  change  in  enrollment.   Because 
of  the  distribution  of  students  we  were  able  to  eliminate  a  combination  4th/5th 
grade  classroom  and  we  now  have  two  4th,  two  5th,  and  two  6th  grade  classrooms. 
Our  Primary  Unit  is  the  same  in  classroom  structure,  that  is,  we  have  a  combination 
Transition/lst  grade,  a  regular  first  grade,  one  2nd  and  one  3rd  grade  classroom, 
and  a  room  with  some  2nd  and  some  3rd  graders. 

We  continue  to  regroup  students  for  instruction  in  Reading,  Language  Arts, 
and  Mathematics.   Our  curriculum  in  these  areas  is  a  continuous  progress  curriculum, 
so  the  students  move  from  one  level  of  instruction  to  the  next  without  arbitrary 
grade  level  distinctions.   We  are  most  fortunate  to  have  been  able  to  implement 
a  totally  new  Science  Program  this  year.  We  have  adopted  the  Charles  E.  Merrill 
Publishing  Company  Science  Program,  which  combines  a  text  book  approach  with  a 
number  of  scientific  activities  for  students.   The  staff  and  students  have  responded 
most  enthusiastically  to  this  program. 
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Several  staff  members  and  community  representatives  have  been  serving  on  the 
SAU  16  Curriculum  Study  Committee.   At  this  time  we  are  evaluating  the  level  system 
and  our  current  reading  program.   We  are  also  investigating  the  possibility  of  re- 
vising our  report  card  system.   It  is  important  to  emphasize  that  curriculum 
revision  is  not  undertaken  simply  for  the  sake  of  change,  but  in  response  to  current 
educational  research  and  to  the  needs  of  our  student  population  and  community 
expectations . 

The  community  of  Stratham  can  be  proud  of  the  excellent  basic  program  given  to 
its  elementary  school  students.   Our  basic  program  is  supplemented,  enhanced,  and 
rounded  out  by  a  variety  of  special  services  and  by  our  active  volunteer  program. 
This  volunteer  program,  which  is  coordinated  by  the  PTO,  provides  valuable  assist- 
ance in  many  areas  of  the  school.   Help  in  our  school  library,  in  our  classrooms, 
and  with  the  computer  are  some  of  the  services  the  volunteers  provide.   The  staff 
and  students  of  the  school  are  especially  grateful  to  the  PTO  for  financial  support 
in  providing  enrichment  programs  for  students.   We  are  also  grateful  to  the  many 
service  organizations  in  Stratham  which  provide  various  kinds  of  assistance  to  the 
school.   School/ community  relations  are  significantly  enhanced  by  such  support  and 
are  also  of  direct  benefit  to  our  children,," 

In  conclusion,  as  Superintendent  of  Schools,  I  wish  to  assure  you  of  my  con- 
tinued efforts  to  seek  ways  to  continue  and  improve  upon  quality  education  while 
being  ever  mindful  of  the  current  financial  "climate" . 

Organizations  are  not  always  perfect.   The  schools  are  no  exception.   What  we 
continually  need  to  do  is  assess  our  school  programs  including  the  achievement  of 
students  and  work  upon  those  weaknesses  that  hamper  student  progress  and  learning. 
As  educators,  I  believe  we  do  address  the  issues  that  effect  classroom  learning  and 
school  environment.   To  do  less  is  to  be  less  professional  than  we  can  be.   The  fact 
remains  in  this  community  the  tax  dollar  has  basically  been  utilized  well  to  produce 
student  achievement  and  success.   More  emphasis  upon  teacher  evaluation,  effective 
schools,  in-depth  in-service  programs  for  the  staff,  and  greater  utilization  of  test 
results  will  occupy  much  of  the  future  planning.

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STRATHAM  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

March  9,  1981 

The  annual  school  District  Meeting  of  the  stratham  School  District 
was  held  at  the  Stratham  Memorial  School  on  Monday,  March  9,  1981, 
with  approximately  60  in  attendance. 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  8:04  p.m.  with  the  reading  of  the  School 
Warrant  by  Moderator  Roberts.   Reverend  Andrew  Gilman  gave  the 
Invocation.   The  minutes  of  the  1980  meeting  were  printed  in  the 
Annual  Town  Report  and  were  accepted  as  printed. 

ARTICLE  I;   To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  hereto  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Richard  wiggin  reported  on  the  motion  of  Gerald  Batchelder 
from  the  1980  annual  school  District  meeting  that  the  school 
Board  investigate  the  feasibility  of  changing  the  heating 
system  to  solar  and  look  into  the  possible  means  of  funding 
available  at  both  Federal  and  state  levels.   He  reported  that 
it  would  cost  $7,000.00  to  convert  the  existing  hot  water 
system  to  solar  hot  water.   it  was  recommended  that  the 
investigation  be  pursued  further  when  a  new  building  is  built. 

ARTICLE  II;   To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for,  accept,  and  expend  on  behalf 
of  the  School  District,  all  gifts,  advances,  grants  in  aid,  revenue 
sharing  funds  or  any  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  available  or  forthcoming  from  the  U.  S.  Government, 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  of  its  municipalities  or  any 
other  state,  local  or  federal  agency. 

The  article  was  moved  and  seconded  and  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  III;   To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  school  Board  to 
establish  a  Building  study  Committee  and  to  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $1,000.00  (one  thousand 
dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  architectural  services  as  needed 
by  the  Building  study  Committee. 

Barry  Kimball,  Co-chairman  of  the  Space  Needs  Committee,  reported 
on  extensive  projections  for  the  next  5  to  7  years.   He  reported 
there  is  no  immediate  concern  until  1985-86  when  2  additional 
classrooms  would  be  needed.   it  was  recommended  that  a  committee 
be  formed  to  plan  for  future  expansion  of  the  school. 
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Beth  Vrees  moved  the  article.   it  was  seconded  and  passed — 
39  in  favor;  8  opposed. 

ARTICLE  IV;   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment 
of  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Donald  Allen  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,081,259.00. 
Richard  Wiggin  seconded  the  motion. 

Donald  Allen  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  reduce  the  budget 
by  $8,050.00.   The  teacher's  salaries  account  to  be  reduced 
from  $174,134.00  to  $171,884.00  (a  reduction  of  $2,250.00  due 
to  the  resignation  of  a  teacher  and  the  hiring  of  a  new  teacher 
at  a  lower  pay  level)  and  the  transportation  account  to  be 
reduced  from  $85,800.00  to  $80,000.00  (a  reduction  of  $5,800. 
It  was  felt  after  conferring  with  the  bus  company  that  the  town 
could  go  with  5^  buses  instead  of  the  6  that  were  budgeted) . 
The  total  amended  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  be 
$1,073,209.00.   Richard  wiggin  seconded  the  amended  motion 
and  the  amended  article  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  V;   To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

No  business  transacted. 

ARTICLE  VI:   To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Sue  Hunter  asked  what  provisions  would  be  made  to  ensure 
accurate  first  grade  entry  enrollment  predictions  would 
be  made  in  the  future.   It  was  stated  that  a  closer  census 
count  had  been  taken. 

Ken  Lanzillo  requested  that  a  comprehensive  energy  study  be 
conducted  of  the  whole  school.   It  was  recommended  that 
Article  III  include  this  in  it's  study.   Walter  Pierce 
reported  that  a  technical  study  had  been  done  by  SU16  of  the 
entire  school.   He  recommended  a  temperature  control  upgrading 
be  considered  as  the  first  step. 

W.  Douglas  Scamman,  Sr .  requested  a  report  of  the  bonding 
indebtedness  of  the  school  and  when  it  can  be  retired.   He 
stated  this  information  is  usually  contained  in  the  School 
District  section  of  the  Annual  Town  Report  and  was  not 
included  this  year.   Exact  facts  and  figures  were  not  at 
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hand.   It  was  felt  there  are  7  more  years  before  it  will  be 
retired. 

Bette  Henneberry  moved  that  teacher's  salaries  be  printed 
in  the  Annual  Town  Report.   Georgiana  Law  seconded  the 
motion.   22  voted  in  favor;  23  opposed.   A  second  vote  was 
requested.   24  voted  in  favor;  32  opposed.   The  motion  did 
not  carry. 


The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:10  p.m.
